
Rebel Run: City, Police, School, Respond

After the Berea community was torn 
apart in the aftermath of the "Rebel 
Run" last year, the Berea Police Depart¬ 
ment, Madison Southern High School 
and the newly formed Berea Human 
Rights Commission took a proactive 
stance to prevent the caravan from 
having such a negative impact this go 
around. The Berea HRC reserved the 
room in the Municipal Building on 
Monday night for a community discus¬ 
sion around the Rebel Run, in the event 
that it did take place again. After the 
Rebel caravan charged forward on Fri¬ 
day night, the Berea HRC went ahead 
with facilitating the meeting. 

"We in the community want to look 
at how we might move forward, be¬ 
yond the Rebel Run," Mae Suramek, 
the chair of the Berea Human Rights 
Commission, said at the Monday meet¬ 
ing, "to help educate the students and 
community members about the effect 
of such an event. This year a lot of good 
folks stepped up and intervened and 
made some intentional moves to make

High school 
and college students from 13 
schools brought teams and 
competed in scholars' bowls, 
debates and academic com¬ 
petitions. The day focused 
on promoting the ideas that 


drive TRIO programs: aca¬ 
demic success, pre-college 
planning and student sup¬ 
port. In the morning, teams 
from across Kentucky bat¬ 
tled to represent their pro¬ 
grams at the regional and 
national levels. Kristina 
Carter and Sean Riley of the 
Berea College Student Sup¬ 
port Services (SSS) team 
took first place in the SSS/ 
McNair Debate competition. 
The Berea College Upward 
Bound Math and Science 


team, which included Berea 
Community High School 
student Christina Benedict, 
placed second in the Schol¬ 
ars' Bowl. Austin Lawson, a 
junior at Estill County High 
School, was chosen to rep¬ 
resent Berea College at the 
regional competition in At¬ 
lanta, Georgia this spring. 

Berea College has a long 
history of involvement with 
federal TRIO programs, be¬ 
ginning in 1967 with Up-

Election 
April 3

The local option election, also known as the 
wet/dry election, for the East Berea precinct 
will take place on April 3, 2012, for voters 
in that precinct to weigh in on whether they 
want to permit historical restaurants to serve 
alcohol. The mail-in and in-house absentee 
voting will begin on February 28. 

This election is limited to residents of the 
East Berea precinct. Their ballot on April 3 will 
read, "Are you in favor of the sale of alcoholic 
beverages by the drink at qualified historic 
sites in the A102B East Berea precinct?" 

"Preparation and execution of a local option 
election is no different than how we prepare 
for a primary or general election," Madison

BEAT Groups Refine Goals

The small groups in¬ 
volved in working 
through the various local 
economic development 
options for Berea met last 
Thursday to update every¬ 
one on their refined strat¬ 
egies. The small groups 
that have been named 
BEAT (Berea Economic 
Advancement Team) con¬ 
vened on February 23 
at Berea Baptist Church. 
Mayor Connelly opened 
the meeting with infor¬ 
mation about the plans 
for the next visit from Mi¬ 
chael Shuman, a nation¬ 
ally recognized expert on 


local economies who is 
working as a consultant 
with the BEAT group. At 
that visit, Shuman will 
incorporate all the small 
workgroup plans into a fi¬ 
nal blueprint for economic 
advancement. 

Mayor Connelly also de¬ 
scribed how workgroups 
will have an opportunity 
to propose implementa¬ 
tion plans and complete 
applications for the re¬ 
sources needed to put 
their plans into action. 
These applications, which 
can be for funding, tech¬ 
nical assistance, space, or 
other resources, will be re¬ 
viewed by the city council. 
The mayor then opened 


the floor for workgroup 
presentations. 

Adrian Shelley pre¬ 
sented for the Energy Ef¬ 
ficiency workgroup. The 
group is working closely 
with MACED to model 
their proposed "on-bill 
financing" program after 
the "How$martKY" pro¬ 
gram. The on-bill financ¬ 
ing for energy efficiency 
improvements would be 
available to both residen¬ 
tial and business utility 
accounts. Shelley point¬ 
ed out that this program 
would not only improve 
energy efficiency and re¬ 
duce peak demand for the 
community, it will also

I've been thinking about 
all the different reasons 
that we recognize anniver¬ 
saries - for celebration, for 
remembrance, for closure, 
to acknowledge the pass¬ 
ing of time. And perhaps, 
to have a place marker 
within ourselves, a specific 
time to contemplate what 
certain events mean from 
the advantage of distance. 

So it was for me, when 
the Rebel Run took place 
last weekend, marking a 
year since last year's Reb¬ 
el Run when much of the 
town blew up about the 
confederate flag waving 
parade, and much of the 
town blew up about the 
coverage and commentary 
in this newspaper. Both 
incidents deserved to be 
criticized and analyzed 
under a harsh microscope 
- the caravan with the rac¬ 
ist symbols and the writ¬ 
ings of myself and others 
at the Berea Citizen where 
we weren't careful or accu¬ 


rate enough in the report¬ 
ing and commenting. 

While both Teresa and 
I hoped the Rebel Run 
would not take place, 
hoped people would show 
some sense and sensitivity, 
it was not to be. There are 
a few people around Berea 
still willing to show their . 
. . ahem . . .true colors on 
the wide open highway, 
flying for all to see. I grew 
up in Mississippi, and I tell 
you truly. Southern does to 
pride what elevator does to 
music. Better that Kentuck¬ 
ians embrace a mountain 
or Appalachian pride - a 
tougher brand that's less 
whiny and more authen¬ 
tic, also a good description 
of Kentucky women as 
compared to the southern 
breed. 

The aftermath of this 
year's Rebel Run, howev¬ 
er, ended up feeling quite 
different. Somehow, all of 
us seemed to have learned 
something since last year. 

I was able to speak to 
the principal of Madison 
Southern, and apologize 
for how the school was 
portrayed by commentary 
in the newspaper last year, 
and what I considered our 
wrongdoing. I don't think 
he necessarily needed an 


apology, but I needed to 
give it. And in turn, we 
had a conversation about 
the history of the Rebel 
Run and the efforts of the 
administration to not only 
stop this crude tradition 
but also work on diversity 
within the school. 

The police were proac¬ 
tive, taking actions not 
taken before to control the 
caravan. And the newly 
formed Berea Human 
Rights Commission came 
into its own, as they took 
responsibility for the com¬ 
munity conversation. And 
in finale, there were true 
partnerships formed be¬ 
tween the HRC, the police, 
the community and the 
school. 

It was a really good feel¬ 
ing, watching all these par¬ 
ties work together, discuss¬ 
ing how to handle this old 
school tradition that was 
co-opted years ago by the 
Confederate Flag Wavers 
But I'm Not Racist Just Ex¬ 
ercising My Rights crew. 
Our town isn't perfect, but 
against other towns. I'll 
still hold up our responses 
to crisis and intolerance as 
tougher, less whiny and 
more authentic. 

And that, my friends, is 
Berea Pride.

On Honor and Dishonor 


To the Editor: 

My heart sank, late Fri¬ 
day afternoon, when I 
heard the roar of vehicles 
along Forest Street. Just 
one year ago that same 
roar signaled the begin¬ 
ning of Berea's year of hate 
(to tweak Silas House's 
"Summer of Hate" slight- 

iy)- 

Surely, I thought, with 
all that has happened this 
past year to further sully 
Berea's now defunct repu¬ 
tation for tolerance and 
acceptance, the folks in 
charge at Madison South¬ 
ern would have taken 
steps to prevent a repeat 
of the event that shamed 
not just that high school 
and the people who where 
supposed to be educating 
its students, but also the 
community that entrusted 
those in charge with the 
responsibility of produc¬ 
ing responsible members 
of our community. 

With a year to accom¬ 
plish it, surely the folks in 
charge at Madison South¬ 
ern could have taught 
their students why loudly 
parading the confederate 
flag is a one-finger salute 
to everyone in this com¬ 
munity who is not him¬ 
self or herself a certified 
bigot. Surely the folks in 
charge at Madison South¬ 


ern could have imparted 
to their students just the 
tiniest little bit of history of 
what that confederate flag 
stood for—the attempt to 
perpetuate the enslave¬ 
ment, and rape and torture 
and murder, of one race 
by another—as well as the 
racism that it continues 
to stand for, even here in 
the town that John G. Fee 
founded. 

But, alas, I was wrong, 
as I realized when I 
walked out to the street 
and saw the long, long 
stream of confederate-flag- 
festooned vehicles roaring 
along Forest Street, filled 
with young people who 
were either ignorant of the 
significance of that flag or 
who, sadder still, know¬ 
ingly bought into the ha¬ 
tred and bigotry and intol¬ 
erance that it symbolizes. 

(Astonishing, a number 
of police cars participated 
in this year's "Rebel Run," 
presumably to discourage 
this year's "Rebels" from 
repeating last year's at¬ 
tempts to run over black 
people along the route, 
and to curtail the shouting 
of racial insults at minor¬ 
ity citizens who had the 
misfortune to be on the 
street when the latest crop 
of Berea Bigots drove by. 
Unfortunately, the police 
presence gave the impres¬ 


sion that the "Rebel Run" 
was sanctioned by our lo¬ 
cal government.) 

I stood there on the road¬ 
side, a sad old man who 
had foolishly bought into 
the fiction that Berea was 
somehow different from 
the countless other towns 
in America where bigotry 
still thrives, and returned 
the one-finger salute that 
that flag represents with 
a one-finger salute of my 
own. 

Except, that is, for one 
brief moment when one 
of the cars in the parade 
displayed not that ob¬ 
scene symbol of bigotry 
but the American flag. I 
was so surprised by its ap¬ 
pearance that I snapped 
to attention and execut¬ 
ing a brisk military salute, 
something I haven't done 
since I concluded my mili¬ 
tary service more than four 
decades ago. 

It was, however, only 
one lonely honorable flag 
amidst dozens of flags of 
dishonor, and Friday's 
exhibition suggests that 
the season of hate we are 
in the midst of may not 
be just a summer long, or 
even a year long, but may 
in fact stretch out for years, 
if not decades, into the fu¬ 
ture.

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sure the community wasn't 
impacted in the same man¬ 
ner as it was last year." 

The Rebel Run, an event 
which has attached itself to 
Madison Southern basket¬ 
ball and the District cham¬ 
pionship, caused a great 
deal of distress last year in 
Berea as different people 
reported racial slurs being 
screamed out of windows. 
Confederate flags flying 
from the vehicles, cars 
driving through red lights 
and stop signs, KKK being 
written on one truck and 
people driving through 
yards. For over a decade, 
this caravan of cars with 
Confederate flags flying 
has driven from Berea to 
Richmond on Highway 
25 N whenever Madison 
Southern faces Madison 
Central in the postseason. 

With Southern scheduled 
to face Central in the Dis¬ 
trict championship game 
this past weekend, the 
Rebel Run caravan gath¬ 
ered at Indian Fort Theater 
around 6 p.m. Friday in 
preparation of driving all 
together to Richmond. 

"It's certainly not some¬ 
thing that we as a school 
condone in any way," 


Madison Southern Princi¬ 
pal David Gilliam said at 
the meeting on Monday. 
"For some reason we have 
this group of people who 
have attached this activ¬ 
ity to Southern basketball 
and the Districts. Some 
years it's been bigger than 
others, and some years it 
hasn't happened at all." 

The caravan started 
around 1991, according 
to Gilliam, when a stu¬ 
dent dressed in an Eagle 
suit and other friends in 
a truck followed the bus 
of basketball players up 
to Richmond. They flew a 
bedsheet that was the Ea¬ 
gle flag from the truck. For 
the next several years, the 
informal parade focused 
on Eagle and school pride, 
but eventually in the late 
1990s got co-opted by the 
Confederate flag and those 
students who wanted to 
fly it. 

"The folks that are do¬ 
ing this for the most part 
are not our fan base," Gil¬ 
liam informed the group 
on Monday. "These are 
people who want to drive 
down the road in this cara¬ 
van, and some don't even 
end up going to the game." 

Gilliam estimated that 
around half of the Rebel 
Run participants are ac¬ 
tive students; the rest are 
former students, students 
who dropped out or oth¬ 


ers who were recruited to 
drive along. 

This year, according to 
Gilliam, no one from the 
football team or the base¬ 
ball team participated in 
the Rebel Run. With strong 
encouragement from the 
football coach, the team 
supported each other in 
not giving in to peer pres¬ 
sure to drive along. The 
baseball team decided on 
their own to not join in. 
Gilliam stated that posi¬ 
tive, strong student lead¬ 
ership was something that 
he and others needed to 
work on in the future. 

For several years, the 
Rebel Run was a much 
smaller event, or it didn't 
happen at all, for different 
reasons such as Southern 
not having as good a bas¬ 
ketball team. Model beat¬ 
ing Southern in the first 
round or the game taking 
place at Berea College in¬ 
stead of Richmond. Three 
years ago, however, when 
Southern had a very tal¬ 
ented basketball team, the 
Rebel Run participants 
gathered in the parking lot 
behind Southern. The next 
year, Gilliam informed 
them that they could not 
do that again. Gilliam sus¬ 
pects that the Rebel Run of 
last year became so "vile" 
because people were angry 
that the school grounds 
had been denied to them. 


This past Friday, observ¬ 
ers at Indian Fort Theater 
estimated that 60 - 100 
people were present to 
take part in the Rebel Run. 
Two officers from the Berea 
Police Department showed 
up, however, before the 
caravan formed. Accord¬ 
ing to Jonathan Schinhofen 
of the Berea HRC, the of¬ 
ficers told the participants 
that if they yelled out the 
window, they would be 
stopped and if they broke 
any traffic laws, they 
would be stopped. If a 
stoplight turned red, be¬ 
fore the caravan was all the 
way through, then the cars 
would just be split up. 

Gilliam stated that he felt 
the breaking of traffic laws, 
driving recklessly and 
the whooping and holler¬ 
ing was part of the attrac¬ 
tion for the teenagers, and 
when the police put a stop 
to it, it took much of the 
fun out of it. He reported 
that Officer Bill Eckler, the 
safety officer at Southern, 
heard some kids say that 
this wasn't fun anymore 
when they were stopped 
for driving recklessly. 

"The attitude on Mon¬ 
day with the students was 
very different than on Fri¬ 
day," Gilliam said. "The 
teenagers really didn't 
think it was that much fun. 
I think we've turned a cor¬ 
ner on this. I certainly ap¬ 


plaud the efforts of Chief 
Gregory and Officer Eckler 
and others." 

Berea Police Chief David 
Gregory stated that their 
main concern was public 
safety, and they stuck to 
the enforceable traffic laws 
that the participants broke. 
Several tickets were is¬ 
sued, according to Grego¬ 
ry, and one officer drove all 
the way up to Richmond 
to make sure they were in 
compliance with the laws. 
Gregory had informed the 
Madison County Sheriff, 
the Kentucky State Police, 
the EKU officers and the 
Richmond Police about the 
Rebel Run, and the differ¬ 
ent agencies covered all 
the intersections between 
Berea and Richmond. 

Gilliam had also brought 
Josh Williams, the director 
of student life at Southern, 
to speak on Monday eve¬ 
ning. Williams had been 
hired last year, and when 
he first took the position he 
spent time talking to stu¬ 
dents about the Rebel Run 
and other issues around 
diversity. He started the 
African-American Heri¬ 
tage Club at the school, 
which has 20 - 25 members 
of males and females, His- 
panics, African-Americans 
and white students. 

"We talk about racism, 
poverty, diversity," Wil¬ 
liams said, "and we also 


reached out to Berea Col¬ 
lege, who come in twice a 
month to work with our 
students in diversity." 

Other activities around 
diversity at Madison 
Southern include a mentor¬ 
ing program with George¬ 
town to help students of 
diversity graduate and 
compete to get into college, 
bringing in the African Ac¬ 
robats and bringing in a lo¬ 
cal artist to paint a mural 
in the cafeteria portraying 
blacks who contributed to 
the community. 

"We'11 do anything we 
can to promote cultural di¬ 
versity, cultural awareness, 
for our students," Williams 
said. 

After hearing their com¬ 
ments on Monday, Mayor 
Steve Connelly said, "Josh 
and David, you're do¬ 
ing a great job. That's real 
leadership. I'm very im¬ 
pressed." 

Gilliam mentioned to the 
Berea HRC members that 
he would be interested in 
bringing some of their stu¬ 
dent leaders in to meet with 
the group. The HRC mem¬ 
bers also discussed with 
the community members 
what their group could do 
to educate the community 
about diversity issues and 
be proactive with this type 
of incident.

That is incor¬ 
rect; Patterson is only in charge as forester of the 
Berea College forest.

The volleyball players 
from Farristown Middle 
brought the first trophies 
home to their new school 
this past week, as the 6th, 
7th and 8th grade girls all 
won their District champi¬ 
onships. The three teams, 
after being invited into 
Principal Alicia Hunter's 
office for some congratu¬ 
latory words, came out 
into the hallways with the 
music "We are the Cham¬ 
pions" blaring on the loud¬ 
speakers and all the kids 
lined up applauding them. 

"I did not know that was 
going to happen," Jennifer 
Kirk said, the volleyball 
coach for all three teams, as 
well as a special education 
teacher at Farristown. "The 
girls were so delighted." 

These volleyball teams 
first started practicing at 
Shannon Johnson Elemen¬ 
tary, while waiting for Far¬ 
ristown to be completed, 
and were then able to start 
up in their new gym. 

They, along with the 
other middle schools 
in the Madison County 


School system, only play 
each other. Their district 
includes Caudill, Clark- 
Moores, Madison Middle 
and Foley, and they play 
each team twice in the reg¬ 
ular season. 

The 6th grade team was 
undefeated this year, 8-0, 
with seven players that 
included one fifth grader. 
Lesley Reynolds, Paige 
Carter, Abigail Farnsworth, 
Kaleigh Hess, Zaria Carter 
from fifth grade, Abigail 
Sharp and Jadelyn Jones all 
played for the sixth grade 
team and indicated they 
would all return for 7th 
grade volleyball. 

"The key at this age in 
volleyball is serving," Kirk 
said, who had one sixth 
grader who racked up 12 
points when serving. "You 
don't tend to have a lot of 
volleys, so serving can win 
the game." 

Kirk, who played vol¬ 
leyball for Clay County 
High School and was an 
assistant volleyball coach 
at Madison Southern, 
worked hard with all three 
teams on fundamentals 
and conditioning. Un¬ 
like the later years of high 


school and college volley¬ 
ball, these young players 
don't work on pass, set 
and hit. Only five of her 
players had experience 
with playing volleyball for 
Foley - seventh graders 
Cassidy Vanderpol, Anna 
Farley and Lyndsey Horn, 
and eighth graders Ionna 
Riley and Brittany Gipson 
- so she had to start with 
the basics of controlling 
the pass, which has a lot 
to do with controlling their 
body and serving the ball. 

Kirk was confident that 
her 6th and 7th grade 
teams would win their 
district, but was less sure 
about her 8th grade team. 
The Foley 8th grade, she 
remarked, had proved to 
be a challenging oppo¬ 
nent and the two middle 
schools had split wins dur¬ 
ing the regular season. Far¬ 
ristown's 8th grade team 
ended the regular season 
7-1, with the only loss to 
Foley 

"Foley has some strong 
girls with some power," 
Kirk affirmed. 

The 7th grade team had 
also gone 7-1 during the 
regular season, but Kirk 


was confident that they 
could take the districts. 
They were all top seeds for 
the post season. 

Farristown's 6th grade 
team beat Clark-Moores 
in their first game, before 
beating Caudill for the 
championship. The 7th 
grade team beat the Cau¬ 
dill 7th grade for their 
first game, before winning 
against Madison Middle 
for the championship. The 
8th grade team faced Fol¬ 
ey for the championship 
game, after beating Caudill 
in the semi-finals. 

The game against Foley 
was exciting, Kirk said, 
with Farristown's 8 th 
grade winning 25-11 the 
first game, Foley winning 
the second game 25-21 and 
Farristown winning the 
third 15-11. When asked if 
it's more difficult for the 
middle school athletes to 
have to play more than one 
game in the sport of vol¬ 
leyball, Kirk replied in the 
negative. 

"I think it helps," Kirk 
said, "because if you are 
having a bad game, then 
you wipe the slate clean. 
You're not completely beat.

Folksinger Robert Tincher’s one-man show The Clancy drothere and bob Dylan will 
take you back to New York City, Greenwich Village, and the heyday of the ‘60’s Folk 
Revival.

ward Bound. The College 
currently runs three pre¬ 
college programs. Upward 
Bound, Upward Bound 
Math /Science and Talent 
Search. These three pro¬ 
grams host annual sum¬ 
mer camps and provide in¬ 
school services for students 
in Madison and surround¬ 
ing counties. Other TRIO 
programs supporting 
higher education include 
Veterans Upward Bound, 
Student Support Services, 
the Ronald E. McNair Post- 
Baccalaureate Program 
and Educational Opportu¬ 
nity Centers. Berea College 
operates their Emerging 
Scholars Program through 


the Student Support Ser¬ 
vices grant. Across Ken¬ 
tucky, more than 21,000 
students participate in 72 
TRIO programs run by 
higher education institu¬ 
tions. The Kentucky As¬ 
sociation of Education 
Opportunity Program Per¬ 
sonnel (KAEOPP) assists 
program staff and spon¬ 
sors the annual TRIO Day 
celebration. 

During the day, students 
explored the Berea Col¬ 
lege campus through tours 
and participated in career 
workshops led by profes¬ 
sionals in law enforcement, 
performing arts, social 
work and graphic design. 

Program organizer Darla 
Pearson said "the day was 
designed to give students a 
taste of college life. Spend¬ 
ing a day going from build¬ 


ing to building, choosing 
your own workshops and 
eating lunch in a dining 
hall demystify the experi¬ 
ence of college." 

The event closed with 
an energetic speech from 
Hasan Davis, Berea Col¬ 
lege alum and acting com¬ 
missioner of the Kentucky 
Commission on Juvenile 
Justice. Davis spoke about 
his own educational fail¬ 
ures and eventual suc¬ 
cesses and the power of 
persistence in education. 
He acknowledged that so¬ 
ciety often has low expec¬ 
tations for first-generation 
or low-income students, 
and he urged his audience 
to reject those expectations 
and instead to follow the 
path of promise laid out 
for them by programs like 
TRIO.

As of Feb. 15, the City of 
Berea secured a $146,000 
grant for Safe Routes to 
School, to study and ul¬ 
timately construct the in¬ 
frastructure that would 
make walking and biking 
to school safer. 

"We're really excited 
about this opportunity," 
Mike Hogg said, the act¬ 
ing superintendent of the 
Berea Independent School 
District. "We want to do 
anything we can to teach 
our students eco-friendly 
practices and help lessen 
our carbon footprint. And 
this is also important for 
physical activity and fit¬ 
ness for our students." 

Hogg estimates that 40 - 


60 students walk to school 
at Berea Community, with 
the number varying de¬ 
pending on the season. 
The school will not be in 
charge of this project, but 
they have consulted with 
the City on various "hot" 
spots when exiting and en¬ 
tering the school campus. 

Some of those hot spots 
include the intersections of 
Jefferson and Ellipse, and 
Highway 595 and Ellipse. 
Hogg stated that most stu¬ 
dents enter the campus 
from those two places, and 
those intersections aren't 
the safest. 

"The City did a really 
good job marking the 
crossroads and making 
them much more visible 
to the traffic," Hogg said, 
"but the real problem is 
the right turns for the cars, 
when the light's red so the 
pedestrians are starting to 


cross the intersection." 

City Administrator Ran¬ 
dy Stone stated the City 
would first request an 
engineering study on the 
streets of Jefferson, Prince 
Royal and Chestnut (spe¬ 
cifically the distance from 
Ellipse to Prince Royal) 
to see about putting bike 
lanes in. These would not 
be shared use paths, but 
designated bike lanes on 
the road. 

Approximately $16,000 
of the grant will be used 
for the study, with the rest 
going towards the con¬ 
struction costs of changing 
the present markings of 
the road. 

"We'll also be looking at 
the intersections," Stone 
said, "looking at issues 
such as signage and other 
markings to make them 
safer."

It is no secret that college costs 
are rising, and they’re rising fast. 
Over the course of last year, CNN 
reported that the average in-state 
tuition for public institutions rose 
an astounding 7.9% to $7,605. If 
room and board are included, the 
average yearly cost has risen to 
$16,140. 

According to a statistical survey 
by Collegeboard, private 
universities are also raising their 
tuition. There is an average increase 
in tuition of 4.5% to $27,293 per 
year. If room and board are added, 
the total comes to an overwhelming 
$36,993. These rising costs have 
not only affected the parents, but 
the students as well. In 2011 the 
average student who took out a 
loan to help pay for college was in 
debt $24,000 dollars. 

Many colleges and universities give 
financial aid through the FAFSA or 
EFC (Expected Family Contribution) 
and other grants and scholarships, but 
many students still have to take out 
loans because of the high prices. 

“College costs have affected which 
college I’m going to choose. My 
number one school choice will be 
based on which is most affordable for 
me,” said Ben Lark, a senior at Berea 
Community High School. 

Although many colleges seem 
unaffordable, there are a select few that 
promise to meet all financial needs. In 
a survey taken in 2010 by U.S. News, 
62 out of the 1,171 institutions which 
were surveyed claimed they had met 
100% of their students’ financial need. 
That claim is one bright spot for 
graduating seniors. 

Connor Cartmill, also a senior at 
Berea Community High School stated, 
“I’ve accepted the fact that I will be 
leaving college with some amount of 
debt just like so many other college 
grads. All we can do is try to minimalize 
it and do our best to use the resources at 
our disposal that will help us come up 
with a good plan to pay it off.” 

Some students who aspire to go to 
the college are concerned that their 
plans will change dramatically based 
on the financial outlook.

Senior sees merit in charter schools as alternative

Across the United States, charter 
schools have become a popular method 
of education. With more than 5,000 
institutions nationwide, they educate 
around two million of America’s students. 
They operate in accordance with a charter 
that they design with the state which 
dictates what they can and cannot do. 

Charter schools are an innovative 
form of education, allowing for more 
autonomy within the public school 
system. They can experiment with 
things that traditional public schools 
cannot so that they can teach the student 
body more efficiently. This means that 
they can fine tune their system of 
learning to the needs of their students. 

One of the major arguments 
against charter schools is that they 
are not required to accept all 
students who apply. Opponents of 
charter schools fear that they will 


use their freedom to exclude 
students based on race, gender, or 
special needs. But it may be that the 
freedom to pick and choose students 
provides one of their greatest 
strengths. The education they 
provide can be one focused on 
specific interests, creating an 
environment of enhanced growth for 
students who share those interests. 

Many opponents also believe that 
the funding that charter schools draw 
from the public school system is not 
a worthwhile investment. If a charter 
school is shut down early in operation, 
it would be a monetary deficit. This 
fear has been disproved by recent data 
though, as charter schools across the 
country have shown a consistent 
increase in enrollment. This means 
that it is unlikely a charter school will 
not be able to make up the money 
taken from the public schooling 
systems. 


The best thing about charter 
schools, though, is that they must 
attract their own student population. 
Unlike public schools, charter schools 
can be easily shut down, according to 
advocates, if they do not meet the goals 
set forth by their governing committee. 
This means charter schools must 
outperform their competition, both other 
charter schools and public schools, to 
keep their doors open, which means the 
education that they provide will improve 
each year as their competition tries to 
match them. Although some will 
disagree, I think charter schools not only 
help those students that attend them, but 
the students within the community 
surrounding them. 

Ironically, it is a public school 
system that is allowing me to write this 
column. Perhaps this shows that there 
are ways for public school systems to 
improve upon themselves and make 
charter schools unnecessary.

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"boost the local economy 
by increasing the demand 
for local construction firms 
to provide remodeling 
and installation services." 
The program will provide 
valuable services for low- 
income households, but 
would be available for all 
utility customers. 

Shelley informed the 
group that on-bill financ¬ 
ing programs typically 
have very low default 
rates. Nationally, less than 
2 percent of upgrades pro¬ 
vided through these pro¬ 
grams for energy efficiency 
upgrades go into default. 
The energy efficiency work 
group plans to implement 
the on-bill financing pro¬ 
gram as a two-year pilot 
project in order to as¬ 
sess its effectiveness. The 
group anticipates keeping 
administrative costs below 
$10,000 for the pilot proj¬ 
ect. 

The second presentation 
came from the workgroup 
calling itself, "BEAT LIFE," 
which stands for Local In¬ 
tegrated Food Economy. 
Martin Richards presented 
their work, explaining that 
the group's action plan 
focuses on raising public 
awareness of local food 
economy, implementing a 
Community Food Security 
Assessment, and expand¬ 
ing community involve¬ 
ment in the local food 
economy. Once the work¬ 
group completes a CFSA, 
they will have a good pic¬ 
ture of the availability and 
affordability of food in the 
Berea area. They will also 
have an estimate of the 
number of households in 
Berea that struggle with 
having enough food each 
month. 

Mayor Connelly asked 
the group if they were 
planning to support the 
local farmers market or 
advocate for things like a 


permanent structure for 
a covered market. Rich¬ 
ards responded that "those 
are all good ideas and 
we are behind them, but 
our group wants to know 
where we're at first." 

Danny Isaacs from 
MACED presented for the 
Finance workgroup. This 
group is focusing closely 
on models for micro fi¬ 
nancing that could be used 
to create a local investment 
fund. Isaacs pointed out 
that laws governing secu¬ 
rities vary by state and it 
will be important for the 
workgroup to be very clear 
about what is legal in Ken¬ 
tucky. The group has iden¬ 
tified four local investing 
options and is planning to 
seek input from local busi¬ 
nesses, entrepreneurs and 
potential investors. 

Diane Kirby presented 
for the Tourism work¬ 
group. This group is fo¬ 
cusing on creating a broad¬ 
er definition of tourism 
and an expansion of the 
tourism economy. Early 
on, the group found a need 
for a master calendar of 
local events. As a result, 
they are working with the 
Berea Tourism Commis¬ 
sion, which already has a 
calendar on its website, to 
make that function more 
robust and include events 
hosted at a variety of ven¬ 
ues. A broader definition 
of tourism could include 
things like sporting events, 
trail hikes, run / walk 
events, scenic tourism and 
outdoor activities; and the 
tourism workgroup hopes 
to support and expand on 
existing work in these ar¬ 
eas. 

Kirby explained the 
tourism group was also 
investigating the link be¬ 
tween alcohol sales and 
increased tourism in Berea. 
Sune Frederickson, owner 
of Main Street Cafe, pro¬ 
vided the group with a 
detailed description of the 
four options for alcohol 
sales allowed by Kentucky 
state law; the two moist 
options which are the sale 
of alcoholic beverages in 


restaurants seating more 
than fifty people and in 
restaurants seating more 
than one hundred people, 
the "wet" option with no 
limits and the fourth op¬ 
tion of the historic site. 
Discussion followed with 
questions about the poten¬ 
tial impacts that the differ¬ 
ent options would have on 
the local economy. 

After the groups finished 
their presentations. Mayor 
Connelly explained that 
there were no plans for 
additional large meetings 
of the BEAT group until 
Shuman returned in May. 
The workgroup represen¬ 
tatives requested that Shu¬ 
man be available to work 
with each small group to 
narrow and fine tune their 
strategies. 

"Shuman is...merely go¬ 
ing to shine the light on the 
path, and we're the ones 
that are going to have to 
travel it," said the Mayor. 

Matthew Oyer, intern 
to the city administrator, 
confirmed that Michael 
Shuman will be contact¬ 
ing each group leader with 
feedback and suggestions 
based on their updated 
strategic plans. Shuman 
will return to Berea on May 
10 for a public meeting at 
Berea Baptist Church. At 
this meeting Shuman will 
present a report with the 
small groups' updated 
strategic plans incorpo¬ 
rated into it and recom¬ 
mendations for next steps. 
Workgroups will also re¬ 
ceive additional informa¬ 
tion on the application 
process where the small 
groups will be eligible for 
assistance from the city 
council.

Fund — which helps finan¬ 
cially disadvantaged chil¬ 
dren play baseball or soft- 
ball with the Berea Youth 
League. The fund pays for 
the league fees for these 
children, and when pos¬ 
sible, equipment such as 
cleats and gloves. 

The Matt Ross Fund be¬ 
gan as a tribute to Matthew 
Braden Ross, who died 
suddenly at age 20. When 
the family discussed how 
to honor Matt's memory, 
they decided to assist chil¬ 
dren in playing baseball 
and softball with the Berea 
Youth League. That was 
where, according to the 
Fund's website. Matt had 
spent the happiest years 
of his life, playing base¬ 
ball for the youth league 
and the Berea Community 


School Pirates. 

On their website, the 
family wrote, "So that All 
May Play was born of the 
grief a family feels after 
the bss of a loved one, 
and the desire to help oth¬ 
er children experience the 
joy Matt felt when he was 
on the field". 

To date, the fund has as¬ 
sisted 200 children. 

Linda Ross, Matt's 
mother, said she would 
like this particular 5K 
race to emphasize anoth¬ 
er important cause - that 
of organ donation. Upon 
Matt's death, according to 
his wishes, the family do¬ 
nated his eyes, tissue and 
bone. 

"When Matt told me he 
wanted to be an organ do¬ 
nor I was very surprised 
and pleased that he was so 
thoughtful at 17," Linda 
said. "In his quiet way he 
said, 'It isn't like I would 
need them. It just seems 
right'." 

Linda stated that 100 
people could benefit from 
one donor. Donor parents 
also helped her through 
the tough years after 
Matt's death. 

After nine years, she 
still hears from myDonor 
Aftercare Director Sandy 
Hickey with monthly grief 
tips, and Education Coor¬ 
dinator Charlotte Wong 
from KODA (Kentucky 
Organ Donor Affiliates). 


Wong has helped with the 
Home Run both years. 

"I learned a lot from that 

17 year old," Linda said. 
"I am extremely proud to 
have followed his exam¬ 
ple and registered as an 
organ donor." 

As a donor parent, Lin¬ 
da remarked, she can say 
that organ donation is the 
only way to truly live on 
in others. 

There will be some spe¬ 
cial participants in the 
Home Run 5K this year, 
that also champion the 
cause of organ dona¬ 
tion. Riley Speck, 7 years 
old, and his parents and 
younger sister, will be 
traveling down from Lex¬ 
ington to run in the 5K. 

Riley received a heart 
transplant when he was 

18 months old because of 
a birth defect, restrictive 
cardiomyopathy. His par¬ 
ents are part of KODA, 
and the members spend 
time going to different ar¬ 
eas and organizations to 
education people and en¬ 
courage them to become 
organ donors. 

"This will be our first 
time participating in a 
5K," Brandi Speck said, 
Riley's mother. 

Brandi stated that she 
expects herself, her hus¬ 
band and Riley to walk 
more than they run during 
the race, and they plan to 
push their two-year old in 


a stroller. 

Despite health difficul¬ 
ties, including a compro¬ 
mised immune system 
because of the medication 
that he must take as a heart 
donor recipient, Riley is 
very athletic. In the Trans¬ 
plant Games, events for 
people who have received 
an organ transplant, Riley 
received a gold medal in 
bowling, a bronze in run¬ 
ning and two silvers in 
swimming and softball. 

It would probably 
please Matt that a fellow 


athlete, and lover of soft¬ 
ball/baseball, will partici¬ 
pate in the 5K started in 
his honor. 

The registration for the 
Home Run 5K is located 
on page B7. If received by 
Feb. 25, the cost will be 
$20; after it will be $25. The 
race will start on Pirate 
Parkway, travel through 
Berea, and finish in the 
Berea City Park that's ad¬ 
jacent to the school. 

The start time is 9 a.m. 
Door prizes will also be 
given.

FROM THE BEREA CITIZEN ARCHIVES MARCH1962 


All three Berea College 
reservoirs were overflow¬ 
ing after nearly eight inch¬ 
es of rain had fallen in a 
six day period with six of 
those inches coming down 
in three days. Water had 
filled yards in the Blue¬ 
bird Subdivision and some 
people on Dinsmore Street 
left their homes because 
of flooding. The water 
was over the Brushy Fork 
bridge at the end of Boone 
Street and had gotten into 
the first floor of a two sto¬ 
ry building where Cotton 
Isaacs had some juke box¬ 
es stored causing extensive 
damage to the machines. 
The water had reached the 
front door of the Manning, 
Maxwell and Moore plant 
(now the Berea Municipal 
Utilities Building.)
